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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
01/23/2007 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 3, 4, 8, 9, drawn to state data relocation means. 

II. Claims 3, 15, and 16, drawn to duplicate sensors. 

III. Claims 3, 4, and 17-19, drawn to means to support failure detection. 

IV. Claims 3, 4, and 21-24, drawn to dual-purpose flip-flops and state data 
relocation means. 

V. Claims 3, 4, 21 , 22, 25, drawn to dual-purpose flip-flops and means to 
support state data modification. 

VI. Claims 3, 4, 21 , 22, 26, drawn to dual-purpose flip-flops and means to 
support state data forcing. 
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VII. Claims 3, 4, 21 , 22, 27, and 28, drawn to dual-purpose flip-flops and 
means to support program swap operations and means to support 
relocation of state data. 

VIII. Claims 3, 4, 29, and 30, drawn to duplicated hardware to facilitate 
program-swapping operations. 

IX. Claims 10-14, drawn to failure detection means. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions l-IX are each related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combinations as claimed do not require the 
particulars of the subcombinations as claimed because their exists a two-way 
distinctness between at least part of each group above. For example, although Groups 
III and IX overlap with respect to the failure detection means, Group III does not 
necessarily require the particulars of the failure detection for patentability. For example, 
the patentability of Group III could reside in either claim 3 or 4, and not necessarily in 
the failure detection means. The subcombinations have separate utility such as by 
themselves, as evidenced by their separate claiming, or in different combinations. 

The examiner has required restriction between combination and subcombination 
inventions. Where applicant elects a subcombination, and claims thereto are 
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subsequently found allowable, any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all 
the limitations of the allowable subcombination will be examined for patentability in 
accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. See MPEP § 821.04(a). Applicant is advised that if 
any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such 
claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. 

Claim 3 link(s) inventions l-VIII. The restriction requirement among the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claim 3. Upon the 
indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the 
linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise 
requiring all the limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104 Claims that require all the 
limitations of an allowable linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the 
amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. 
Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; 
amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1.312. 

Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, the allowable linking claim, 
such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting 
rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction requirement is 
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withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. In re Ziegler, 443 
F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

There are other embedded linking claims in the groups above, and the same 
rationale holds for them as well. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. The groups above could 
conceivably fall into a number of different classes and/or subclasses, and require 
different fields of text search. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse.
